REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 45 is allowable for the reasons set forth in the Office Action mailed 1 1-05-2008, 
page 7. Newly submitted claims 50-60 depend from claim 45. 
The following prior art is cited as art of interest. 

Kinzer et al (5,453,450) discloses stabilized curable adhesives comprising cationically 
curable compounds and free radically curable compounds, photoinitiators therefor, an alcohol- 
containing material and stabilizers. The stabilizers can be one of the compounds taught from 
column 7, line 63, to column 9, line 31. The second class includes amines, phosphines, 
phosphine oxides, phosphites, arsines and stilbines but no boron complexes are mentioned or 
suggested (column 8, lines 39-47. 

Mahoney et al (5,494,943) disclose stabilized cationically curable composition wherein 
the stabilizers can be one of the compounds taught from column 8, line 47, to column 11, line 10. 
Class 4 includes amines, phosphines, phosphine oxides, phosphites, arsines and stilbines but no 
boron complexes are mentioned or suggested.

Zhong et al (5,604,275) disclose color stabilized aqueous N-vinyl heterocyclic copolymer 
solutions wherein the stabilizer is a nitrogen-containing tri-valent boron complex compound.
